ORDER DECLARIfffi STRIKE IS ILLEGAL 


And Directing Heads of Brotherhoods to Call it Off-Will Not 


Be Promulgated Until Brotherhood Leaders Have Had 
Opportunity to Withdraw (he Strike Order* 


Kingston, N. V., October 27th, 1921. 


To the voters of the City of Kingston: 


Since Primary Day, when I was nominated for 


Mayor 1 have been able to meet and talk with many of 
the voters of Kingston but it hts been impossible to see 
all, and 1 take this means of asking the suppoit of im 
friends.

heaven," appeared. 
They did not 


touch the grain, but warred on the 
crickets, and in a short time had rid- 
ded the fields of the pest.
